BOOKMAKER AND SHELBOURNE 
- PARK BET. 


(BEFORE JUDGE ROCHE.) 

Charles Scott, described as a bookmaker, 
carrying on business at Eden quay, a pealed 
from a conviction and fine of £125 on a 
charge of having accepted a bet of £5 at 
Shelbourne Park on June 8th, which bet he 
failed to enter in the official sheet prescribed 
by the Revenue Commissioners. 

“Mr. James Sheills, an official of the 
Revenne Commissioners, told the Court that 
on ‘the evening of June 8th he was in Shel- 
bourne Park when dog races were being run, 
and he saw a man go up to Mr. Scott and lay 
£5 on a dog named Courtbrack Boy. That dog 
won, and he saw the man go up to Mr. 
Seott after the race and receive £12 10s., 
which corresponded with the odds quoted 
before the event took place. There was a 
clerk beside Mr. Scott, but the bet was not 
entered in the official sheet. 

In cross-examination by Mr. Sherry (in- 
structed by Mr. Noyk) for the appellant, 
the witness said that the man who made 
the bet did not mention the name Court- 
brack Boy, but pointed out the name on the 
betting board: He did not see anyone 
getting a ticket from Mr. Scott. — 

Mr. Scott, the appellant, said that a 
number of bets were taken by him that 
evening. Hé issued tickets to the bettors 
and had the bets entered on the official 
sheet. He did not lay a bet of 73 to 5 on 
Courtbrack Boy that evening; he did not 
remember anything about it. 

Henry Griffin, clerk to Mr. Scott, stated 
that he had no recollection of a man coming 
up to him and having a bet of 74 to 5 on 
the dog Courtbrack Boy that evening. It 


| was not likely that he would fail to enter 


anv bets. 

The Judge said that he was satisfied that 
Mr. Scott had made a bona-fide mistake, 
and he was also satisfied that the. District 
Justice was perfectly right, and, therefore, 
the conviction was affirmed.

THE ONLY CURE FOR 
RECKLESS DRIVING. 


Before Mr. Little, D.J., took up the 
hearing of cases in the Dublin District 
Court yesterday, Mr. J. P. Collins, solicitor, 
made an appeal on behalf of three ‘bus 
drivers whose licences had been suspended 
on the previous day. They were, he said, 
all bread-winners for large families, and if 
the suspensions were not removed they would 
be in an extremely bad way, and unable 
to pay the fines of £5 imposed on them 
for a long time. 

Mr. Little said that in. these cases of 
reckless driving he felt that the time had 
come to impose such penalties as would tend 
to cure a state of affairs which was rapidly 
heading towards incurability. The imposi- 
tion of fines had not tended to remove the 
trouble, even though penalties of £5 had 
been regarded as harsh and inconceivable. 
So far the imposition of these heavy fines 
had not ahated the practice of reckless driv- 
ing, and, therefore, there was no other course 
open to him bnt to suspend the licences for 
a period of three months. 

Something must be done to terminate the 
reckless cornering and cutting in that 
“would have evoked cheers in a Roman 
circus.”"" These drivers would have to 
remember that their prowess must not he 
displayed on the public roadways. The time 
had come when the roads should be made 
safe for motor driving.

This bill abrogated the most fundamental 
safeguards of the rights of the subjects.

THE ORDINARY LAW 
INSUFFICIENT. 


Professor O SULLIVAN, Minister for Educa 
tion. said that thev were told that the bill was 
unconstitutional, and that it was interfering 
with the liberty of the people. but the bill 
was introduced in order to preserve the rights 
of the people already enshrined in the Con- 
stitntion. What was the use of having rights 
enshrined in the Constitution if those rights 
were not protected? The situation that now 
confronted the country was worse than in 
1922, and if that situation was not tackled at 
ence they would have the country divided into 
parishes and half-parishes, each of which 
would be ruled by local committees with guns 
in hands. That was the situation they had to 
prevent. 

There was no good in deputies saying that 
they had no sympathy with the gunmen if 
their hatred was not translated into something 
that was effective: there was no use having 
sympathy with the person that was murdered 
or with the people that were terrorised, if 
effective methods were not taken to prevent

The 
sovernment was anxious that the administra- 
tion of the Act should be removed from the 
administratior of the ordinary law. It was 
not the number of murders, appalling as they 
were, that mattered, but the real problem was 
that those were symptoms of a widespread 
conspiracy which threatened the existence of 
the country. 

“We believe,” he added, “that if this 
situation was not taken up quickly it would 
get out of hands in two months, and that if 
it got out of hands there would be no 
economic situation at all to meet.”’ 

All the sympathy among certain people 
seemed to be with the malefactor and never 
with the malefactor’s victim. The Govern- 
ment could get very little party capital out 
of the bill—but any capital that they got out 
of it would come as the result of the attitude 
of the Labour and Fianna Fail Parties. 


A HALF STATE QF WAR. 

The bill was introduced because there was 
a half state of war in the country—with the 
war on one side only, and the people’s 
(Government and the Dail bound hand and 
foot and destruction going on in the country. 
Nobody could suggest that there had been in 
the past any undue _ interference’ in 
fréedom to express opinion in this country 
—he knew of nó country in which there 
was less interference with expression of 
opinion. People thought there had heen 
too much free expression of opinion. There 
had been plenty of incitement to crime in 


those things. 


incitement to crime would stop. Without this 
bill there would be very little free expression 
of opinion. 

The Minister, continuing, said that there 
was no future for this country under this 
Government or any other Government if a 
situation of the present kind were going to 
be allowed to get out of hand. This bill was 
introduced as the only means of coping with 
it. The Government introduced it because 
it was its main duty to have regard to the 
safety of the country. This bill - was 
necessary, not for the safety of the Govern- 
ment and the officials of the Government, 
but to protect the rights and liberties of 
ordinary citizens.

Mr. GEOGHEGAN. K.C. (F.F., Longford- 
Westmeath), in opposing the bill, said that 
a short time ago complaint had heen made 
from the Fianna Fail benches that three men 
had been assaulted by members of the C.I.D.

Cromie Montagu, D.L., at his residénce. 
Cromore, Povtstewart. He was thé eldest 
and only surviving son of the late Right 
Hon. Lord Robert Montagu, D.L., and grand. 
son of the sixth Duke of Manchester. Edu- 
eated at Chaam, Surrey, he served in the 
Roval Navy for seven years, retiring in 1841 
with the rank of Lieutenant-Commander.

Oné would hardly think that aa 


scope existed for variety in the orthodox 
spheres of criminal enterprise, but I see 
that fashions-in robbery can change much 
as they do in other professions. One of 
the leading New York insurance companies 
has just made an analysis, as a result of 
Which it states that, whereas a ‘few years 
ago 75 per cent. of its claims for burglary 
and safe-blowing losses related to noc- 
turnal operations, now 80 per cent. arise 
from daylight hold-ups of banking and 
other business premises. Two chief 
reasons are assigned for this—the increas- 
ing employment of motor cars and the 
much. greater difficulty of breaking into 
bank vaults owing to recent perfection in 
protective appliances. Another change 
noted is the average age of those who 
participate in the robberies. When night 
work was the rule and much experience 
was demanded the cracksman usually 
proved to be about forty; but now that 
more bluster and less skill. in mechanical 
assault are required the age runs from 
twenty to thirty.

Protectors of the Poor. 


I do not think that any of the notices 
of Sir Thomas Lipton’s munificent legacy 
to the Clydeside poor have observed the 
fact that by this gesture he put himself 
in line, as thouch by some blood tradition, 
with a time-honoured Scots practice. 
From the seventeenth century for many a 
decade any worthy of Fdinburgh would 
have considered it an ill thing to die 
without leaving in his will a provision 
that gave a portion of his estate to the 
poor of the city. The Scots carried this 
tradition with them to Ireland when they 
returned there in the days of plantation, 
and the records of Belfast bear honour- 
able testimony to the custom. The sums 
left were in many cases substantial, if one 
remembers the resources from which they 
derived. So much was it considered the 
part of a man who had held positions of 
importance in the city so to devise some 
of his estate, that. even where mis 
fortunes had diminished a merchant’s 
property in his latter days, this legacy 
of protection for the poor remained. No 
doubt, in some cases the bequest was in- 
sincere, in that pride demanded it; but 
in most cases the donation is hall-marked 
with the stamp of a stark Christian 
charity, speaking of fine character and 
deep human sympathy.

THE LEAGUE OF NATIONS. 

TO "HE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sia,-Your leading article of the 13th 
October says that the League of Nations js 
now on trial in the Sino-Japanese relations. 
and that the issue may decide the future of 
the civilised world. In this trial who are 
on the jury’? Certainly not Ireland. The 
/rish Times has done its bit for the League, 
but there is about as much public opinion 
in Ireland as might emanate from a single 
townland. There is a handful of keen men 
in Dublin and a thimbleful in Belfast, but 
the mere history of efforts to spread a League 
of Nations Union proves my case. The 
Union should be the whole country—man, 
woman and child We boast of a religious 
Ireland; yet—I speak as a Protestant—the 
League, one of the greatest practical expres 
sions of Christian principle that the world 
has ever seen, is practically ignored by ou. 
institutional Christianity. 

In England huge meeting; are frequently 
bhead by public leaders, from Prime 
Minister and Archbishop downward. In 
Ireland what’? In my own experience in 
Northern Ireland leaders of both Church and 
State have sneered at the League; it has 
been difficult or impossible to get a public 
man as chairman for a meeting. I have been 
asked at a General Synod what the League 
had to do with us. The Free State Govern- 
ment certainly give to their ordinary citizen 
an impression of sincere support to the 
League. If the members of the Northern 
Government are keen supporters, it is a secret 
carefully guarded from their constituents. 
No, sir; the sniff of war is pleasant in our 
nostrils. We unashamedly glorify force as 
being in the establishment and maintenance 
of what purports to be the religion of Jesus. 
A battleheld has .appealed, and still appeals, 
rather than the Sermon on the Mount or 
Calvary. There is no public opinion in 
Jreland; it is we that are on trial, not the 
League.—Yours, etc,

(5) Site works (courtyards and boundary 
railings, etc.) are more expensive for flat 
dwellings’ lay-out than those of cottages 
where the majority of the site is left for 
flower and vegetable cultivation. 

When these five points are taken into con- 
sideration it will be seen that the difference 
in cost per room is easily accounted for; and 
I might add that the higher building cost 
of flats over cottages is also experienced in 
(ther towns in England for the same reasons.

A PATRIOTIC DUTY. 


Sir Richard Livingstone, Vice-Chan 
cellor of Queen’s University, Belfast, 
believes in bringing ‘‘ town and gown ”’ 
together in other things besides education. 
The material welfare of the community 
also engages his attention. He takes a 
deep interest in the classes for working 
peeple in the College, and it, therefore, 
seems appropriate that he should be con- 
eerned for the general prosperity. Sir 
Richard has expressed his views regarding 
the campaign to support home manu- 
factures, and thinks that in purchasing 
it is reasonable that the order of prefer- 
ence should be Ulster, Britain, the Empire 
and foreign countries. 

In this connection Sir Richard points 
out that the ability of a man or a firm 
may create manufactures here for which 
local conditions offer no special advantaye, 
but which would find an outlet elsewhere. 
U'lster-made goods, he adds, must compete 
in price and quality with outside rivals, 
and he commends enterprise and _ intel- 
ligence in business. 


TEMPERANCE CAMPAIGN. 


Notwithstanding the depression which 
lies so heavily over Northern Ireland, an! 
the consequent scarcity of money, the 
drink bill for the Province is about 
£10,000 per day, and that seems an enor- 
mous sum for a population of less than a 
million and a quarter. Many people have 
attributed our declining trade and. com- 
merce to the worship of “King Bung,’ 
buehe Rev. T. M. Johnstone, the zealons 
temperance leader, stated this week that 
reformers are not such lunatics as to main- 
tain that drink is the cause of unemploy- 
ment. He declares, however, that the 
hguor trade is the most serious obstacle 
to the country’s. return to better days. 
“The Budget,’”? says Mr. Johnstone. 
“would have been balanced twice over il 
the Government had abolished the trade 
in liquor.’ 

The Minister of Finance has a contrary 
opinion ; for, with a reduced revenue from 
the Excise, there would have been more 
trouble in making the official ends meet. 
In .fact, Mr. Pollock, the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, Las recorded his convie- 
fion on several] occasions that, with the 
advent of prohibi:ion, it would be im- 
perative to tax ordinary commodities for 
the home in order to raise the necessary

A BORDER GRIEVANCE. 


The Irish jarvey and his jaunting car 
are becoming rare, and their total disap- 
pearance seems to be only a matter ot 
time. There are a few of the older genera- 
tion of drivers still earning a living in 
Belfast, but modern rush and bustle de- 
mand the more comfortable and faster 
motor car. Visitors from other countries 
are interested in these old-style vehicles, 
and patronise them for the unusual ex- 
perience and thrill; but otherwise their 
custom is dwindling. Their place is being 
taken by the taxi-cab. 

In this connection it transpires. that 
hackney car drivers have a real, grievance 
along the border, and with a little con- 
sideration it might be remedied. It seems 
that they are debarred from easy access 
to the Free State when carrying tourists. 
owing to the restrictions imposed, and 
this difficulty has caused hardship and 
loss to the drivers, while it is stated that 
English and Scottish visitors to Ulster 
have been disheartened bv their vehicles 
being stopred at the border. . 

With the object of fostering tourist 
traffic all over the country, it would he 
well if some reciprocal arrangement could 
be made between the two Governments ‘9 
permit of free passage in such cases. The 
subject came before the Coleraine Cham- 
ber of Commerce a few days ago, and ‘t 
was referred to the Ulster Tourist Associa- 
tion for consideration.

MR. DE VALERA AND 
SECRET SOCIETIES. 

Mr. DE VALERA said that he was not 
going to deal with the Whitechapelism which 
they had just listened to. His party were 
asked what was the alternative to the bill. 
They had been preaching the alternative to 
the bill for years, and he believed that it was 
the only alternative that would save the 
country and put it on stable conditions. That 
was the removal of the bar that was keeping 


a certain section of the community from com- 


ing into that House and voicing their opinions 
freely. They heard talk of the Kellogg Pact 
and men were being sent to Geneva to make 
reace between the Japanese and Chinese. 
These men had great sympathy and under- 
standing for everybody except for their own 
people, the people who were misled by the 
gentlemen now assuming to themselves the 
power of life and death. They had heard 
extracts read from An Phoblacht, but these 
were reminiscent of passages from a book, 
"" The Voice of Freedom,” published by Mr. 
Blythe when he was going about this country 
organising for the I.R.B 

The men who taught the doctrine in that 
book were sitting on the Government seats 
hecause it was, to a certain extent. successful, 
and they talked of the Church, but spread 
that doctrine in spite of the Catholic Church 
by using the secret societies which are con- 
demned by the Catholic Church. Circum- 
stances had changea, and in the meantime 
the men on the Government front bench had 
learned to discern wiat the Governor-General! 
did and did not mean; but the young men 
throughout the country had not learned to 
make any such fine discernment. They ought 
to give them some chance, and allow them 
te do something except to follow the path 
that they had been driven into. He was 
talking to the men who braved every- 
thing to achieve Irish independence, 
who armed themselves when there 
vas just the same anpeal for order and 
for respect for established authority, who 
were outcasts in their own country, because 
thev hoped that some day their arms would 
be useful to put a crown on Dark Rosaleen. 


THE PRESIDENT’S BOAST. 
The same thought, he continued, was at 
the back of the minds of the young men, who 
were being driven inad by the want of under 
standing which was being extended to Chinese 
and Japanese, but which Irishmen did not 
seem capable of giving to brother Irishmen. 
The President had made a most shameful 
boast—that he had made his opponents take 
the oath to a foreign ruler. Men were being 
driven mad without the slightest attempt 
being made to understand their motives, 
which were noble and good, instead of giving 
them a chance to change with the new con- 
ditions «nd accept the new position. They 
were to be condemned to death, and the 
treatment that was servéd out to a number 
of people during the civil war was to be 
repeated. ‘hey were to be taken before 
secret tribunals and maltreated, and nobody 
was to hear a word about it or make 3 
rotest about it. They should give an 

opportunity for reason to assert itself. 
ey had been given as a reason for the 
bill an interview given by one of these 
men to & foreign Pressman. They all knew 


‘recently, I admit—that is, 
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| what these foreign Pressmen were. All they 


wanted to know was that black was "not white 
or that white was not black, and then they 
wrote about the situation in an extravagant 
way. He had no doubt that the interview 
read out in the House, supposed to have 
been given by Frank Ryan, was a very im 
perfect representation of what really took 
place, and, if that interview was passed by 
van, he (Mr. de Valera) could only say 
that he was acting the omadhaun. 


ADOPTING THE WRONG LINE. 

Whilst the Minister for Agriculture talked 
about democracy, the Minister for Finance 
wrote not very long ago in T'’he Star, the 
semi-official organ of the Government, In 
reference to a statement made by an officer 
to a Caviet Corps in Galway. This officer said 
that. they were the Army of the people, and 
that if Fianna Fail got into power they would 
have to obey a Fianna Fail Government. But 
that was too much for the colleague of this 
democrat—the colleague of General Mulcahy, 
the little Cromwell, who thought in terms of 
'“ their nits may become lice,” who said that: 
‘Tf there is to be a revolution, we will have 
it in our time.” The men who had fought 
for the Irish Republic, when the majority of 
the Irish people had departed from the Re- 
publican principle, were the men that the 
Government wanted to crush now. These 
were the men who were represented here as 
being simply the rats, that were to be 
"sg Fan] There was no hope of success in 
the line they were adopting. 

“ These men,  ámiidád and unreasoning, 
if you will, are at least brave men, and let us 
not deny from them the respect that we 
should have for the brave,’’ said Mr. de 
Valera. “Thev have done terrible things 
if they are re- 
sponsible. Let us appeal to them and ask 
them in God's name not to do it.” 


SECRET SOCIETIES. 

He asked them to consider the question, as 
Irishmen with the interests of their country at 
heart, and to remember the history of the 
country. He beiieved that thev could get 
nothing out of secret sovieties. They might 
bring success for a time, but he would say 
this, that the Catholic doctrine in respect to 
them was right, because every evil that that 
doztrine..said would flow from them had flowed 
from them, to his own knowledge. There was 
no further use for the organisation that was 
now said to exist in the country, hecause if 
there was to be a fight again for Irish inde- 
pendence it could only be effective under the 
leadership of the Government elected by the 
majority of the people. 

The success of the struggle against the 
English was due to the fact that they had 
the support of the unarmed people of the 
country. These were the most courageous 
section of the people at that time. 
(Applause.) He was never so safe in his 
hfe-—— 

A Deputy—Of course, in America. 

Mr. DE VALERA— No, sir; I was not in 
America, when this occurred, 1 came over 
here: when Cork was burning. 1 was here 
during the Black and Tan régime, and I 
stayed here in Dublin during the trouble, 
when your present President ran ‘away to 
England and 1 had to call him back. 
applause from the Fianna Fail benches.) 

Concluding, Mr. de Valera said that if 
they wanted to do a good day's work for 
the country they would reject the bill. If 
they. put this Act: into operation and failéd 
to find a remedy for the present position, 
they would have a situation in ten years 
which would not differ from the present 
situation, if it was not worse. ‘They had a 
great old country here if they did not pull it 
to pieces. (Cumann na nGaedhtal applause.)

God had given it to them. He had not 
iven it to the gunmen, no more than He 

ad given it: to Deputy de Valera in 1922 
and foas, There were arms all óvér the 
country in. dumps, many of them had been 
laced there by Mr. de Valera and his 
riends, and more had been added since. 

“di Mr. de Valera was right in his refer-

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ences to the writings oí Mr. Blythe in 1913, 
Mr, Blythe and the rest of them would admit 
that they were completely perverted all the 
tune. It was better to remain under England 
than that those gunmen and their doctrines 
should hold sway in this country. 

He maintained that the man who wanted 
to remain under England was a better 
nationalist than the man whom de Valera 
was weeping over now. When the present 
Government set out to restore order Mr. de 
Valera felt it im his bones that it was his 
duty to take up arms to detend the thieves, 
the robbers and the murderers.

Crisis in Germany. 

The new German Cabinet has not yet 
learned whether it is to live or to dhe. 
It was constituted only a week ago with no 
little difficulty. When Dr. Brining 


tendered his resignation and that of his 
Cabinet, President Hindenburg, recognis- 
ing that the man who had steered Germany 
over a long tract of troubled waters might 
steer her safely again, commissioned him 
with the task of forming a new Cabinet. 
That Cabinet is now on trial before the 
Reichstag, and unbiassed observers hope— 
as, indeed, expect—that it will 
survive the ordeal. This month represents 
the nadir of Germany’s fortunes, and it 
would be a sorry thing if the tumult in- 
volved in a general election were added to 
the deep discontent that inevitably pre- 
vails. ‘‘ More than ever before,” said Dr. 
Brining on Monday, ‘‘ the present situa- 
tion compels the concentration of the 
powers of the State against all efforts and 
tendencies which seek to threaten it.” He 
proceeded to outline the new Cabinet's 
policy, which, in all respects, will imitate 
that of its predecessor. In other words, 
Dr. Briining, if permitted by the 
Reichstag, will continue upon a course 
which, if it has failed as yet to raise his 
country from the mire, at least has won 
the practical sympathy of many nations 
and the admiration of all. He has lifted 
Germany from the position of a justly 
punished enemy to the level of a suffering

On Sunday last the National- 
ists and the National Socialists held a 
massed demonstration at Harzburg, where 
they demanded the instant resignation of 
the Reich and Prussian Governments and 
reaffirmed their policy of extreme action. 
Precisely how these elements would behave 
if they came into power is a matter for 
conjecture.

Any attempt at repudiation, of course, 
would hurl the nations into confusion and 
dismay. The result of a flat refusal {io 
pay, such as the Nazi leaders envisage, 
easily might be a declaration of war by 
France and the little Entente ; certainly it 
would be a state of foaming hostility 
against which the League of Nations would 
be as powerless as a babe in swaddling 
clothes. All the good work that sound 
administration in Germany and concession 
on the part of the nations have accom- 
plished would be undone in ten minutes. 
Even those countries which have dea!t 
most kindly with Germany would with- 
draw their sympathy; for it is one thing 
to forgive a debt, and another to be 
refused payment of it. Against such a 
background of hostility the Nazis’ blatant 
patriotism would look very thin. Their 
better course would be to seek co-operation 
on sensible lines with Dr. Briining and his

The British Elections. 


To-day some thirteen hundred candi- 
dates for the general election will be 
nominated in Great Britain, and, on the 
whole, it is a matter for congratulation 
that this number is not higher. Generally, 
the various party organisations in the con- 
stituencies have responded nobly to the 
appeal urging them not to split the anti- 
More. than fifty Con- 
servatives have retired from _ the 
contest, though their individual pros- 
pects were bright; National Liberal 
and National Labour candidates have 
made like sacrifices. On the other hand, 
it is a sad pity that eight of the twenty- 
three National Labour candidates will be 
opposed. by Conservatives. The chief 
desideratum is that a National Govern- 
ment shall be returned to power, and to 
this end a fair proportion of Labour repre- 
sentatives is necessary. It will not be 
enough that Mr. Macdonald shall have a 
sufficient majority to carry out his plans; 
the nation must be enabled to recognise 
by its own verdict that Mr. Henderson and 
the Trade Union Congress are not the 
sole voice of the working man. Two 
Liberal Ministers in the National Govern- 
ment, moreover—Sir Herbert Samuel in 
Darwen and Sir Donald Maclean in 
North Cornwall—are being challenged by 
candidates who profess the same allegiance 
to the national welfare.

Verdict of the Jury. 

On Tuesday a coroner’s jury in Lanca- 
shire found that a clergyman who com- 
mitted suicide had been of unsound mind, 
and “ in our opinion was possessed of an 
evil spirit.” The evidence showed that 
the unhappy man had an ungovernable 
temper, which had made his position 
untenable in other places before he came 
as vicar to his last parish. There he laid 
curses on his wife, and kept his children 
in bed for days, feeding them with dry 
bread and water. The jury which found 
for this abnormal conduct an explanation 
so old-fashioned that it is startling in 
modern ears may have been drawn from a 
class which was large in Cowper’s time— 
the class which 

knew, and knew no more, its Bible true: 
A truth the brilliant Frenchman never knew. 
It is clear, at any rate, that there was no 
Voltaire on this jury; and we read that 
it included two churchwardens, a choir- 
master, a schoolmaster and members of 
the choir. Even a hundred years ago such 
a verdict would have startled nobody in 
| England. The doctrine of demoniac 
possession has been a part of all religions 
since the beginning of time, and remains 
implicit in the faith of every eastern race. 
The plain teaching of the New Testament, 
which records the casting out of many 
‘‘ devils,’ confirmed it for countless 
generations of Christians, who were per- 
fectly familiar with the rite of exorcism 
by process of bell, book and candle. In 
our own time science has sought to dis- 
credit the old belief. It attributes all 
forms of insanity to purely physical 
causes. Scientific persons who can 
swallow ectoplasm strain at possession by 
‘ devils.’’ Psycho-analysis has substituted 
for such possession its own not less dreadful 
creed of “ complexes.’’ Nevertheless, the 
Churches abide by the New Testament 
teaching. “They continue to acknowledge— 
as a very exceptional condition—the fact 
of possession by evil spirits; and the 
exorcising of such spirits is permitted in 
the mission field. The Lancashire jury’s 
verdict was an orthodox expression of 
Christian faith. 


The Chinese Alphabet. 


Soviet Russia moves in subtle ways to 
perturb the world’s peace. She plagues 
its markets by the dumping of “ sweated ”’ 
goods, and she inspires disaffection among 
its unthinking elements by the poison of 
her propaganda. Yet she is not content 
with such comparatively overt processes, 
but remains on watch, night and day, for 
new and covert channels of attack. At 
present a conference of Chinese and 
Mongolians is sitting at Vladivostok. 
whither it has been summoned by the 
Soviet authorities. Superficially, its 
object is harmless and progressive enough. 
The delegates are considering practical 
measures to introduce the new Latinised 
alphabet for the Chinese language, which 
has been drawn up by the Academy of 
Sciences of Leningrad. As a matter of 
detached interest, this new alphabet must 
be absorbing. To reproduce the colossal 
number of ideographs which constitute the 
Chinese language within the narrow con- 
fines of the Roman alphabet is a formidable 


undertaking. Nevertheless, considerations 


of the scholarship involved must not blind 
us to the serious motives that underlie the 
action. Russia sees in China a favourable 
field for the development of her own ideas, 
if once the innate conservatism of the 
Oriental can be broken down. The process 
of ‘‘ westernising’’ is in full swing 
throughout China. Between the process 
and the consummation, however, lies the 
formidable barrier of language; and the 
most distinctive characteristic of the 
Chinese language is its script. We doubt 
whether Russia ever will succeed in her 
ambition ; but, if she succeeds, almost the 
sternest obstacle to Marxian progress in 
the Orient will have been removed.

MONEY RESOLUTION, 


When the. second reading had been 
passed by a majority of 82 to 66, the Dail 


proceeded to deal with the motion made by 
Mr. Blythe, Minister for Finance, to make 
available adequate finances to discharge 
liabilities incurred in the carrying out of 


the new bill. Replying to Mr. McEntee, 


Mr. Blythe said that he could not make 


any estimate of the amount of money which 
would be required for this purpose. Mr. 
McEntee expressed surprise that, in view 
of the possibility of a Budget next year 
with a deficit of two and a half million 
pounds and inevitable increases in taxes 
of various kinds, Mr. Blythe was not able 
to give some idea of the cost involved. 
The debate on this was in all respects a 
repetition of the lines of the second read- 
ing debate and of the debate on Wednes- 
day on the closure motion. A good deal 
of latitude was given to deputies and a 
wide range of topics was traversed. There 
was some recrimination 
between leaders on both sides with regard 
to secret societies of the past and of 
policies with which certain leaders were 
personally identified. 


MR. DE VALERA’S PLEA. 


Mr. de Valera delivered a long speech, 
in which he pleaded for a better under- 
standing all round. He would, he said, 
like to gather up all the arms scattered 
about the country; for they could only be 
used by people who had the majority of 
the people behind them. This statement 
evoked a good deal of applause. Mr. 
Desmond Fitzgerald followed, winding up 
the debate. 

Before the vote was taken there was a 
sharp altercation between President Cos- 
grave and Mr. de Valera. President 
Cosgrave asked leave to deny an allega- 
tion made by Mr. de Valera during the 
former’s absence from the House to the 
effect that on a certain occasion he had 
to recal] Mr. Cosgrave from England. Mr. 
(Cosgrave stated that that was untrue, and 
untrue to the deputy’s knowledge. 

‘Deputy de Valera replied that he 
adhered to his original statement, and 
wou't do so outside. The President 
inti.aated that he would take steps to 
compel a withdrawal of the allegation. 

The vote was then taken, and this 
financial resolution was declared carried

The report and final stages of the bill 
will be taken to-dav, when the House 
meets at 10.30. According to the schedule. 
these will be concluded by 1.30. 

The Senate will meet at 3 o'clock 'to 
consider the bill, and, if the suggested 
closure is approved, to pass it finally by 
1 o’clock on Saturday.

MADRID, Thursday. 
‘| se Papal Nuncio is, it is learned, 
expected to leave Spain almost 
immediately, possibly to-night. The exact 
reasons for this decision are not known. 

Sehor Azana, the new Prime Minister, 
to-day duly took over the Premier’s de- 
partment, and the reconstructed Cabinet 
held its first meeting. 

There are significant repercussions, how- 
ever, of the drastic anti-clerical decisions 
of the Cortes which led to yesterday's 
break-up of the new Republic’s first 
Government. 

As a protest against the voting of 
Article 24 of the Constitution in & 
form that means the expulsion of the 
Jesuit Order and the nationalisation 
of its property, forty-two deputies 
have withdrawn from Parliament- 
namely, fifteen Basques, three 
Galicians, twenty-one Agrarians, one 
Catalanist and two Independents. 


CLASH IN BARCELONA. 


From Barcelona comes the news that 


the action of the Cortes led to free fights | 


to-day between Catholic and Republican 
students. Catholics paraded the streets 
carrying banners protesting against the 
provision forbidding the religious Orders 
to engage in teaching. The University 
was subsequently closed in consequence of 
these disorders. Large posters, inscribed 
“Down with the JJesuits,’’ have been 
posted up on the buildings in the city. 

It appears that to-day’s Cabinet meeting 
deliberated on the question of a special 
bill to give effect to Article 24 of the 
Constitution concerning the Jesuit and 
other religious Orders. which measure will 
have to be passed by the Cortes. Ministers 
also considered the general lines on which 
the present State stipends of the clergy 
should be suppressed in a period of two 
vears. 

It was decided that a fiftv per cent. 
cut should be made in the coming financial 
vear. 


SEIZURE OF SCHOOLS. 

Certain religious Orders having evinced 
an intention to suspend immediately 
their educational work, the Cabinet de- 
cided that if events rendered it necessary, 
the Government would seize the buildings 
in question in order that teaching should 
not be interrupted. 

The Cabinet decided to act with the 
utmost rigour to maintain public order. 

Meanwhile, before even the new Con- 
stitution has been completed, a campaign 
for its revision is being promised by 
Sefior Zamora, till last night the first 
Republican Premier and Provisional 
President. 

Fourteen people, including three police- 
men, were injured in vesterday s antt- 
clerical demonstrations in Madrid. 


POSITION EXPLAINED. 

No immediate steps will be taken 
against the religious Orders, according to 
a statement made to Reuter’s Correspon- 
dent by one of the secretaries of the new 
Premier. 

As a fact, actual expulsion was not in- 
tended, although dissolution of the Jesuit 
Order will necessarily imply expatriation 
of members of associations living under a 
common roof, 

Sefior Maura, the late Minister of the 
Interior, declares that he does not con- 
sider that in practice some of the radical 
measures against the religious Orders can 
be carried out. Probably many religious 
colleges and institutes will be allowed to 
continue teaching. 

In reliable quarters Reuter’s Correspon- 
dent was told that the chief reason for 
early and radical measures against re- 
ligious Orders is the fear that clerical in- 
fluence at the next election may turn the 
scale against the Republic, owing to the 
fact that women have now been given the 
vote. By dissolving the Orders and re- 
stricting the emoluments of the higher 
clergy, the Government will deprive the 
Church of its power and its dignitaries of 
political influence. 


EXCITEMENT IN 
BUDAPEST. 


MASKED YOUTHS HOLD 
UP A BANK.

BUDAPEST, Thursday. 

Brandishing revolvers in each hand and 
threatening to shoot down everybody who 
stirred, two masked robbers burst this 
afternoon into the city branch of the 
Hungarian Commercial Bank of Pest on 
Liberty square. 

The gangsters lined the terrified bank 
employes and clients against the wall, 
covering them with their revolvers, but 
one clerk managed to jump through a 
window into the street, while another 
raised an alarm, shouting ‘‘ Thieves! 
Murder !”’ 

Seeing a crowd rushing towards the bank, 
the robbers snatched up a bundle of bank- 
notes from the counter and, taking a 
flying leap to the street opposite, jumped 
on their bicycles and tore away in opposite 
directions. 

A taxi-cab driver took up the pursuit 
of one, but had to abandon it as the robber 
riddled his windscreen with bullets. The 
other gangster was knocked down by a 
policeman, who disarmed and unmasked 
him after a violent. struggle. His 
accomplice was arrested shortly afterwards 
in his lodgings 

Both gangsters turned out to be 
eighteen-vear-old baker apprentices. They 
confessed that scenes on the pictures had 
induced them to plunge into a career of 
crime. :

Between 
these two extremes there were certain 
variants of State intervention, the 
most common of 
pointment of a State commissioner to 
hold a watching briet on behalf of the 
Minister of Finance, and exercise a suspensory 
yeto over decisions reached which were contra 
to banking statutes or the laws of the 
country. It might be argued that the con- 
tinuity of banking policy could not be 
guaranteed if changing Governments were 
nermitie:l to interfere in banking administra- 
tion. In most States the Government had the 
right of at least nominating the governor or 
president of the central bank, which was an 
indirect method of State intervention. Accord- 
ing to many central banking statutes members 
of the houses of legislature were prohibited 
from acting as directors on the central bank 
of their country. 

The main functions of a central bank were 
to exercise control over the note issues of a 
country; to hold the reserves of the important 
banks, and so act as a banker's bank; the 
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right to buy and sell securities. and to dis- 
count approved bills. Incidentally, a central 
bank should be empowered to act as the de- 
positorv of a country’s monetary stocks, 
especially its gold or exchange. reserves; to 
act as banker for the Government; to manage 
the national debt and transact all matters 
concerning the issue of State loans, payment 
of dividends, etc. *It might act as a banker 
for foreign central banks. and be a banker for 
individuals and business firms, i 


THREE GROUPS. 

Central banks might be gronped into three 
types, according to their particular fune- 
tions : Continental. American, and English. 
in most Coatinental countries the central! 
bank acted as the custodian of the larger 
part of the reserves of the commercial banks. 
and of the chief gold and foreign exchange 
reserves, had a monopoly of the right of note

bank. In addition, it transacted a large 
volume of private business; for instance, the 
Reichsbank had 450 branches in Germany. 
and the Sank of France had 250 branch 
offices in France. The American federal re 
serve banks were purely bankers’ banks, 
transacting ro business for private customers, 
and had no ccntacts with the public except 
through the open market dealings in bills 
sad securities. The Bank of England con- 
ducted not only the business of a central 
vank, but also kept the accounts of indivi- 
duals and frms. Although the ordinary 
hanks kept their reserves with the Bank of 
England, they did not borrow from or re- 
disconnt ‘ills with it. By its direct contact 
with the money market it maintained an im- 
portant influence over the volume of credit.

DEMONSTRATION IN 
BRUSSELS. 


From ReEvuTER’s CORRESPONDENT. 
GENEVA, Thursday. 
AS public sitting of the League 
of Nations Council, now endeavour- 
ing to compose the Sino-Japanese dispute, 
will be held to-morrow. 

‘To-day has been occupied with matters 
of detail concerning the proposal to 
include the United States in the Council’s 
deliberations. According to lobby reports, 
agreement has been reached, and Japan, 
it is understood, will abstain to-morrow 
from voting on the plan, and the Council’s 
decision will then be unanimous, as M. 
Briand wants. 

The Japanese delegate gave proof at 
to-night’s secret sitting of the League 
Council, which lasted over three hours, 
of his Government’s determined opposi- 
tion to America’s proffered assistance. He 
was the only representative to register a 
contrary vote on a question of procedure 
with regard to the invitation to be 
addressed to the United States. All the 
other members of the Council held that 
the matter could be decided by a majority 
vote—in accordance with Article 5 of the 
Covenant. 


TO BE SENT TO-DAY. 

The invitation to America in the 
capacity of observer and auditor was 
approved in principle, a draft was made, 
and the invitation will probably be 
despatched to-morrow. 

The draft invitation will be considered 
at to-morrow morning’s sitting of the 
Council, and it is understood that the 
Japanese delegate will then abstain from 
voting. |

HYDE PARK LECTURER'S 
ADDRESS. 


It seems probabje that women will play as 
prominent a part as last vear; for they formed - 
a large proportion of the visitors to-day. 
Among the first to enter when the doors were 
Open were four girls in a party, who made 
their way direct to the stand of a popular 
medium-powered car. After viewing it from 
several angles they entered the car, and, each 
in turn, occupied the driving seat and 
operated the controls. A discussion followed, 
and apparently there was unanimity of opinion 
concerning the suitability of the vehicle for 
their purpose, and they made their way to 
another stand where they inspected a some- 
what larger car with equal thoroughness. 

The new Rover, known as the Scarab, was 
e centre of much interest to-day on account 
of its unconventional design. It has a twin 
“Vee ” engine placed at the rear, and 
though the wheelbase is small, room is pro- 
vided for four adults. 

The Standard ‘* Little Nine ” has a new 
three-speed gear box, giving a silent second 
wear. The Singer Junior has been redesigned, 
with a neat four-cylinder overhead-valve 
engine, and the new gear box has four 
speeds, with a silent third, and it is one 
of the most improved cars at Olympia. 

All the cars mentioned are capable of 
speeds sufficiently great as to enable them 
to more than keep their places in traffic, in 
town or country. Cost of upkeep is 
smaller than with any other class of car, 
while petrol consumption should give not less 
than forty miles to the gallon. 

They visited other stands afterwards, but 
it was clear that they knew, within a little, 
the type of car they required, and had set a 
definite limit for size and price. This is 
typical of the modern motor buyer, who does 
net view all sizes from 7 to 50 h.p. indis- 
criminately, but confines his inspection to 
cars within a certain class. These classes 
may be described roughly as up to 9 h.p., 
from 10 to about 14 h.p., from 15 to about 
21 h.p., and the last class is 22 h.p. and over. 
There is one additional class which concen- 
trates on sporting cars, and in this category 
there are wider limits.of power.

A NEW GEAR. 


The engine of the Cadet has been improved 
in matters of detail, split-skirt pistons now 
being fitted, but. the most important change 
is the adoption of a synchromesh gear, giving 
a silent second speed. With this gear there 
is no double ceclutching, and changes are 
made without noise or trouble; for, irrespec- 
tive of the driver, the speed of the driving 
shaft is made to correspond with that of the 
driven shaft. This applies both to changing 
up and changing down, and it is a great 
advance upon similar gear boxes formerly 
produced. 

There are two cars from the Chrysler fac- 
tory in this class. one being a new six-cylinder, 
which is to be produced in addition to the 
well-known eight-cvlinder model, and the 
other a De Soto. In both cases the rating is 
19.8 h.p., and as four-door saloons they are 
strikingly handsome cars. Another car from 
the same source is known as the Plymouth, 
which is a four-cylinder model incorporating 
a free wheel as part of the standard speci- 
fication.

Wyvern, who was second to Golden Hair

This is a far from hopeín! augury 
for his success in the Cambridgeshire. 


CAMBRIDGESHIRE CANDIDATE BEATEN 


With Lord Bill taking no active part the 
race was easily won by Mrs. E. C. Nolan's 
Royal Athlone, a half-brother to Oak Ridge 
by Athlone, bred by Mr. V. McDermott. He 
raced practically in front all the way to beat 
a Cambridgeshire candidate, Hill Cat, by 
three lengths. 

Lady Rosebery has owned only two race- 
horses, and she has won races with both of 
them. Her second winner was Gift Horse, by

IRISH WORK FOR FOREIGN 
MISSIONS. 
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SOCIETY OF THE PROPAGATION 
OF THE FAITH. 


The half-yearly meeting oí the Pontifical 
Societv of the Propagation of the Faith was 
held yesterday at the central office, 22 Parlia- 
ment street, Dublin. The Right Rev. 
Monsignor Dunne, P.P., V.G., President of 
the Society, presided. The treasurer's state- 
ment showed that the work of the Society 
was progressing in the country, and gave 
promise of an increased national contribution 
to the Holy See at the end of the year. 

In the course of his report, the secretary 
gave a summary of the proceedings of the 
meeting of the Superior ‘reneral Council at 
Rome. The entire contribution from the 
whole world—a sum something short of half 
a million pounds—-had heen allocated in 
grants to the various missionary territories. 
This allowed an average grant of £1,000 to 
each mission—a sum which could he trebled 
and still be inadequate. Missions in China 
and Africa predominantly or completely 
staffed by Irish priests received altogether 
grants to the amount of about £9,000. The 
secretary to the Congregation of Propaganda 
Fide, Archbishop Salotti (who is author cf 
a life in Italian of Blessed Oliver Plankett), 
publicly congratulated the two Irish repre- 
sentatives present at the meeting on the 
generous work for the Foreign Missionary 
Apostolate being accomplished in Ireland. 

The progress made in the organisation of 
a foreign missionary exhibition, to be held 
during Eucharistic Congress wetk, was re- 
ported, and approved by the National 
Council
